traditional policy has its exceptions. 
The two most notable exceptions to this rule are The 
Beacon (the journalism department gives credit to students 
working on the newspaper) and the band (the music department 
offers academic credit to students participating in the band). It 
1S perfectly obvious that these two activities are among the most 
worthwhile and certainly deserve student support. 

_ T would submit that it is time for this policy to be reexamin- 
ed in the light of the recent and continuous growth of our uni- 
versity. It seems to me that with this growth has come an inereas- 
ed appreciation on the part of many members of the faculty and 
administration of the importance of activities outside of the im- 
mediate academic sphere. I am speaking of the various con- 
ventions, conferences, and seminars which students in every 
dicipline have an opportunity to attend. There can be no doubt 
of the educational aspects of these activities but according to pre- 
sent Senate policy no money can be given to students who might 
wish to attend these activities or whose department might wish 
them to attend. 

What I am suggesting is that the Senate should change its 
policy and allow support of such activities or the university 
Should attempt to establish a policy whereby money for the 
above mentioned activities could be drawn from a common fund 





) or whereby each department can be guaranteed.a certain amount 


for such activities. As others have pointed out this type of change 
involves a value judgement on the part of the Student Senate or 
the administration. However, if we stop to examine what type of 
activities are supported by student tax funds just because they 
are extra-curricular it would seem to me that we would jump at 
the chance to invest our money wisely.
